Attorneys of LoaisvOle failing 
to comply with provisions of the 
seleciive servioe law and re^gula- 
tioQS. reqnirliii^ then to aid teg- 
istrants in filling out question, 
naires, have been cited to ap- 
pear before the Legal Advisory 
Board for Jefferson County to 
show oMMefor their iBltare lo 
appear at the CoarthooM asfe- 
quested by the board. 

Tbe new selective service law 
make* it the daty of attorneys 
to assist registrant la '^^roperly 
answering their questionnaires. 

The Legal Advisory Board for 
Jefferson County prepared a 
schednle for local attomeyi^ as- 
signing each* one to service at 
certain hours on bectain days 
during the week. 

AcoMdiaff to members of the 
board, most of the loosl •ttomeys 
responded to the call promptly; 
however, there were a few who 
failed. It was explained by a 
member of the bottd that it was 
hardly fair for a Uw hmf9n to 
report for duty promptly and 
others fail to come on time and 
whfls tnm 500 to 600 registrants 
were ■tnndiaff hi line waiting. 

In the event that attorneys 
cited to appear before the board 
fail to give satisfactory reasons 
for not appearing, it was stated 
their nasne, with htfiiiraiatloii. 
will be. turned over to the dis- 
trict attorney for further inves- 
tigation and possibly prosecution. 
The* board declined to make pub- 
lic, for the present, the namea 
of attorneys failing to leepond 
Louisville Herald.

•eudetf for double duty, and that 
they, therefore, require different 
handling and more care than 
year stock bogs. Ih the Sunth 
two litters per year are gotten, 
provided proper care is given. 
£kiOQumically, .this means ih^t 
' the idvaoiaKea of the Sooth en- 
I able yon to doable year output 
in hogs A pregnant sow should 
be kept ID good flcsh and thrifty, 
healthy condttioa. , Not too fat 
nor too lean, bat ia good, atroaK 
flesh. Some farmers have the 
idea that unless the anithal is 
kt^pt io a thiu condition, the re 
prcdaeti^e oigaaa mill become 
'fatty This is not the case, and 
if persisted in will give you a 
weak cuostituted, poorly nour 
isbed litter of pigs. On the other 
band, a sow exceaaively fat wiil 
have diflBculty at farrowing 
time, wbiih, in many cases bring 
death. Use common sense, and 
remeaiber that theioir it carry, 
ing a litter of pigs thac lequire 
nourishment of u certain charac 
ter. It is well recognized that 
protein fooda are good oinscle 
and bone builders, and that they, 
as well as other succulent feeds, 
are the most nourishing to both 
the mother and the pigs that 
she la oarrjriag. Fattening faeds 
such as oora aod velvet beaos, 
sliuuld be fed in small amounts 
rather than excessively. Grain 
pastures, which the SSocth abnn- 
daatly provides, should be ac 
cessable to the breeding stock at 
all times, and the more legumes 
are ased for pastures the better 
is the paatare. A amall amount 
of liotn or other fattealag .feeds, 
fel aaily in conjunction with 
green pastures, will ^form a well- 
ilaaoed TatMHL A carefully ob- 
servant faxnwr will, in a very 
short time, be able to determine 
better for himself than he can be 
told just the proper proportions 
in feeding lUa braeding aows 
As long as the animals indicate a 
playful, alert disposition and you 
Qotice them sitting around on 
their baundies in a dreamy atti- 
tude, aod they ooKe alertly when 
called for feed, you may be sure 
they are in a thrifty condition. 
During the latter period of preg- 
aaAcy, eapedally if the aow is of 
a rather heavy type^ and more 
especially if she has been overfed, 
she will become indolent. lu 
aoch case care 'thoold be given 
to pn^per ezerei«e. TWa can 
be done by sc ttering grain 
among strd^v or fodder or ihru 
out the pasture so that she will 
have to hont for hf The water 
ering place can be at the farther 
end uf the field from the feeding, 
so that she is forced to make sev- 
eral tripi a day to secure water. 
Olber means will sttgxeat them 
selves to the thinking farmer. 

It is best to keep your brood 
S3WS seperated, .both in quarters 
and hi the fiddS) from the rest of 
the hof a. Neither ahonld they 
be permitted to roam aroand the 
barnyard in proximity with 
horses, cattle and other stock. 
Injury from studi 'baa oauaed 
e ther the loss of the mother or 
the coming dead of the the pigs 
at breeding time. In hog rais- 
ing you are rnnning, in princi- 
ple, a department facu>ry, in 
which each class of stock re- 
quires different handling; keep 
this in mind. Your sows, heavy 
with pig. caniiel find their way 
to the trough in mixture with 
hogs, stags and gilts no more 
than can the young pigs. Com- 
monaenae. care and - kindliness 
arethe wstehwords of the anc- 
cessful hog raiaer. 

As the sow approaches farrow- 
ing time, constipation should be 
strictly •avoided. House slops, 
skim or hdor milk, Aplenty of 
green feed and, if necessary, a 
little oil meal or ffazseed meal 
can be, introduced into the ra- 
tion, i ^ . , 

A oeaMBOB miatake ia to per- 
mit the sow to travel over rough 
ground in search of her food, 
such as. for instance, th e climb- 
I ing over of sweet potato ridges. 
^ It is idmosi acnain that a aow 
forced to do this, at least when 
heavy with pigs, will have diflB- 
culty at delivery time and in 
>aoat all eaaea pigs will^ c6me 
dead. Another thing to be 
avoided is the climbing into nod 
ont of slippery mad holes. Shal-

ffient basin, is vcrv beneficial 
tknd a Uo-ufort to the aul nal, but 
bot ah clasaes of- bog wallows 
should be strictly eliminated. 

Individual farrO\vi'i<r h-nLses 
are recognized as |irefer hU', 
but tdection of the Arrowing 
quarters riioald. lie, if pnsaible. 
'eft to the sow, and if there are 
a number of suitable places, it is 
best for the farmer tp let her 
h ve her choice in this as "ight- 
'n^" Against her wishes at this 
time may brin>5 serious compli- 
cations at farrowing time. If 
yoa have made friends with her 
during the carrying period, you 
will be much better able to bar 
die her at farrowing time, so 
that ir help is necessary at de- 
livery you will be able to give 
her that help wiihotit an! agon 
izing her. If she is cross and ;in 
tigonistic when you come around 
her. then'it ia better tu leave her 
alone, otherwise she may turn 
and eat her dwn pigs. 

The farrowing pen should be 
comfortably large, so that she 
will have smple room to tarn 
aud adjust her|df, and it is pre 
ferabte to have fendera around 
the bottom tj prevent her laying 
on the pigs. It dionld l>e en 
tirely free ^of dast and other- 
wise clean, and should have 
only a very little amount of lit- 
ter on the floor. 

After farrowing, the sow 
should have nothing to eat for 
twenty four hours (but shoulci 
have warm drinking water,) un- 
less ahe appeara to be hungry, 
in wbi^h caae a light, warm alop 
of some ground gra.n and' water 
should be given her. The feed 
ing for the first three or iour 
daya should be l^t and care- 
fully given, and should not be 
back On full feed for a week or 
tea days, depending on the size 
and thrift of the litter of pigs. 

It ia' a oommon miatake that 

sows are fed an abundance of 
milk immediately after farri)W- 
ing. Do not do this. It the 
sow has been carefully cared for 
and well, nature will produce 
sufficient mdk for the pigs. 

Do net permit leakige or r iin 
to beat its way into the i* 
Keep motcer and pigs dry and 
clean. Do not permi| cold chills 
Very young pigs are suscepti 
ble to cold chills and will die in a 
very short time Do not alio v.

The .sow should not be forced 
to go out and hunt her feed while 
the litter are still small, but 
sh >uld be cared for at lenst two 
weeks before she is permitted to 
do much ranging around for feed. 
Saflb^enfr green feeds can be cut 
and brought to her. As soon 
as the litters shows signs of 
strength, which can be judged 
by their playfulness and desire 
to ran around, both the sow and 
the litter can then be perpoitted 
to go out on pasture. However, 
in nu case should it be made nec- 
easaryfcMT the sow to leadber 
litter through the wet gsass and 
wet pasture.
